The ambassador had been uncon- 


scious since 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and at intervals during 
the 


previous 24 hours he had been 
slightly delirious as a^result of the 
drugs administered to induce sleep. 


-The Honorable John Hubert Ward, 


•who, with his wife, had been at Dor- 
chester House continually since the 
ambassador's condition became ser- 
ious, notified the staff of the em- 
bassy when the patient 'began to 
sink, and when death came he sent 
-word to the king and queen at Buck- 
ingham, palace, the queen 
motherj. 
Alexandra. at Sandrfngham, and the 
officials at the court. 


Almost immediately the king sent 
his equerry, Sir Harry Legge, to ex- 
press the 
condolences of himself 
and the queen. 
During the 
after- 


noon messages conveying the warm- 
est sympathy were received 
from 


the queen mother, Alexandra, and 
other members of the royal family, 
court officials, members of the gov- 
ernment and of the various embas- 
sies and legations, while many who 
heard the news of the ambassador's 
death or _ who had seen the flags at 
half mast on Dorchester House call- 
ed at the embassy. 


A wireless message was also sent 


to Ogden Reid, -son of the ambassa- 
dor, -irfio left New York yesterday in 
the hope of reaching his 
father's 
^bedside before death. 


The body vill be sent home and 


probably will be interred in Sleepy 
Hollow, but the details will not be 
decicTed upon until some communi- 
cation is received from Ogden Reid 
and it is learned what action 
the 
British government may desire to 
take. Mrs. Reid hopes'to sail next 
Saturday, should her son reach Eng- 
land in time to accompany her but 
in all probability the government 
•will place a warship at the disposal 
Of the family for the transport ol th« 
hody of the ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States- 


There will also 
doubtless be a 


memorial service in one of the great 
cathedrals in London, in addition to 
services in some small chanel 
for 


members of the family and the staff 
of the embassy. This beins Sunday, 
nothing could_be done, bnt if Mrs. 
Reid has her way, she will start for 
home at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


While Mr. Reid's condition 
had 


"been serious only since Thursday, 
and he had been 
confined to 
the 


house hut for a fortnisht. his ill- 
ness really dates from his

from Xew York last February after

1 portant battles. At one time ae was 
librarian of the house of representa- 
tives, at another he was a 
cotton 
planter in Louisiana. 


Later in life he went into the dip- 


lomatic service and was sent to 
France as United States 
minister.

did some important diplomatic 
work in securing the rescinding of 
the decree prohibiting the importa- 
tion of American meats into France, 
and also in negotiating the

procity and

He came back to the United States

Some years later, in 1898- he was 


sent as special ambassador to Great 
Britain TO attend the celebration of 
the diamond jubilee of Queen Vic- 
toria. 


His next important work was as 


special commissioner to the 
Paris 


conference which negotiated 
peace 


between the United States and Spain. 
In 1902 he was again appointed spe- 
cial ambassador to Great Britain for 
the coronation of King Edward VII.. 
with whom he wa== always on 
the 
most friendly terms. 


He was chosen in March, 190?, 


United States ambassador to Great 
Britain, in succession to Joseph H. 
Choate. 
Since that date his popu- 


larity in England, which was always 
very great, augmented from year to 
year, for he identified himself with 
all the social, educational aud other 
movements of the United Kingdom. 


He had always been a student of 


English life, probably having inher- 
ited his wish for knowledge on this 
subject from his parents, who were 
descended from the Scottish Coven- 
anters.

ANTHRACITE 


COAL ROADS 


Washington, Dec. 1C.—The govern- 


ment today lost its fight before the 
Supreme court of the United States to 
have the anthracite coal carrying rail- 
roads and their affiliated coal com- 
panies declared 
to 
be in a general 


combination in violation or th'e Sher- 
man anti-trust lav,-. 


It won a victory in getting the 


court to strike down the 65 per cent 
contracts whereby the "railroad coai 
companies" buy the output of "inde- 
pendent mines." 


Justice Lurton. in announcing the 


opinion, said these contracts were 
plainly in violation of the law. The 
court also held that the railroads Bad 
violated the law by attempting 
to 


shut out of the anthracite region a 
competitive road through tEeir con- 
trol of the Temple Iron company. 


As to minor combinations of rail- 


roads and coal companies. cBarged to 
be violating the law, the court dis- 
missed the action without prejudice 
to future suits because it held it not 
fair to require those groups to make 
a defense in an 
action primarily 


against a. general comsination.

tion. The Democrats do not hare to 
defend themselves, and the Republic- 
ans are not In a very good position tc 
make political speeches. In fact, they 
can't very well make predictions as to 
what they -will do in the future, for no 
one can tell just what will happen in 
the future. And so far there has been 
rery little political talk in the house.

These For His Bride. 


HEAVENLY HOME FOR LOYAL 


Pastor Russell Says the Jew* Hop«d 


For Earthly Paradise Restored—Jesus* 
Teachings Concerning a Heavenly 
Nature and Home Were New—Hi« 
Leaving Was Necessary, but He As- 
sured Them He Would Com* Again. 
Meantime the Spirit of Truth Would 
Comfort Them.

Dee. 15- — One of 
Pastor Knssell's dis- 
courses here today 
was from the text: 
-In 
My Father's 


House are many 
mansions. * * * I 
go to prepare a 
place for you. • * • . 
I will come again to 
recei-ne you to My- 
seIf." —John siv. 
2, 3. 


For more than 


four thousand years before the Savior 
came, no suggestion bad been made re- 
specting any home for humanity aside 
from this earth. 
The paradise of 


Eden, lost through disobedience, and 
God's image in humanity, almost 
obliterated by sin and death. God 
promised to restore. The right to life 
forfeited by Adam for himself and his 
race. God purposed to restore to all 
the willing ::nd obedient. But all these 
blessings were to come through a Re- 
deemer, the Mediator of the New Cove- 
nant, the Messiah. 
i 


Humanity knew not the possibilities-! 


of Restitution, but Israel had the fact j 
typified In their Jubilee year of Rest!- i 
tution. which occurred every fifty 
years- They also had typical sacri-' 
fices of a Passover lamb and Atone- 
ment Day offerings, representing some 
means by which God justly met for 
them the requirements of His own 
Law. 
They realized not that this 


satisfaction of Justice would be ac- 
complished by the death of the very 
Redeemer who subsequently would be 
the Restorer. 


Their minds naturally dwelt espe- 


cially upon the great fact that Mes- 
siah was to be of Jewish- stoek;.jand, 
that Israel -was to huve the first chance 
of the choicest b'-essings in connection 
with Messiah's Kingdom. As they 
waited for Messiah and His Kingdom, 
they fondly anticipated their own na- 
tional blessing. Seemingly, they over- 
looked the fact that the blessing would 
be an Individual one. In harmony witU 
the Divine arrangement. They hoped 
for a resurrection from the dead "at 
the last day,"—in the great Seventh 
Thousand-Tear Day or Epoch, and ex- 
pected It to bring them from the sleep 
of death back to earthly conditions. 


Some of them hoped for a "better 


resurrection" than the majority, be- 
cause of their loyalty to God and their 
willingness to suffer for righteousness; 
but even these expected to be, not an- 
gels, but men. Was not Abraham him- 
self promised that ail the land -which 
he could see should, eventually, be his? 
What could this mean except that he 
would be resurrected, as an earthly 
being, to enjoy this promised inheri- 
tance? St Stephen points out that 
Abraham never received, in fulfilment 
of God's promise, as much of that 
land "as to set his foot upon." (Acts 
vii. 5.) Undoubtedly, therefore, the en- 
tire promise of the land is future. The 
possession wii! come to Abraham, and 
will be given to his seed, his posterity, 
after him. 
Heavenly Promises—"Like Unto An- 


gels." 


God's plan was allowed to rest as 


though forgotten until Jesus began to 
accomplish another and different work. 


He began to call the Bride class from 


amongst mankind—both Jews and Gen- 
tiles. Without explaining the fall de- 
tails. He invited all who desired to be- 
come associated in His Kingdom, to 
take up their cross and follow Him. 
.He promised them a joint-heirship 
with Himself in His Kingdom. He told 
them that those who attain unto that 
Age and the resurrection, would nei- 
-ther marry nor be given in marriage— 
'-like unto the angels"—sesless.—Luke 


- is. 35, 36. 


Xo wonder the Apostles -were sur- 


prised: Ko wonder Mcodeznas hesitat- 
ed to endorse something so different 


i from what he had anticipated in the 
\ way of blessing: and ae came to Jesus 


, by night to Inquire further! Xo wonder 


, the. Master's words were perplexing 


i when He said, "Ye must be born 
i againJ" No wonder Xicodemus, In per- 
: pleiity, asked about this spirit birth 
: and found the answers perplexing! 


j Jesus did not attempt to give him a 


• fuli explanation, bat merely said that 
if he had difficulty in understanding 
' earthly things, how could he expect to 
understand Heavenly things. — John 


I iii. 12. 


( Restitution Waits, but Not Abandoned. 
] The whole matter is plain in the ligftt 
j of the Xew Testament teaching. Be- 
fore the time for blessing the world, 
! God is selecting therefrom a class to 
constitute the Bride of Christ, the 
faithful Little Hock. The Church is to 


j be associated with Him In blessing tha 
[ human family with Restitution. But 
i the Bride class itself is to experience a 
change of nature from human to spir- 
itual. This was difficult for .the Apoa- 


V 


ties *» understand. Their minds would 
continually revert to an earthly king- 
dom, but the Master rej?eatedly drew 
their stte.:i»->a atvay from the earthly.' 
He declaied, "My Kingdom is not of 
this Age." and told the disciples that 
He -nould come again in power and 
jreat glory, and all the holy angels 
with Him: and that then He would Sit 
upon the Throae of His Glory—upon 
whk-a they would sit with Him. if 
faithful even uato sacrificial death. 


The Heavenly Mansion*. 


The Lord endeavored to draw the 


minds of His followers away from the 
eartciy hopes of aii earthly kingdom, 
which they held in common \sritb. all 
Jews- The disciples knew of various 
orders of beings ou the angelic plane- 
cherubim, seraphim, and ordinary an- 
gels. Jesus i^ade no suggestion of 
changing His disciples into any of these 
angelic orders. Rather. He gave theui 
to understand tnat they would consti- 
tute a new order of creatures. The 
questions then naturally arose. Is there 
a possibility of having a still different j 
order of beings on the Heavenly plane?' 
Did not the creation of man a little 
lower than angels imply a sufficient va- 
riety of creations on the angeJie plane 
and higher? 


.These questions would seem proper 


enough; and to these our Lord's words 
make answer: -In My Father's House 
are many mansions"—maay apart- 
ments, many divisions. 
Yet all are 


holy, all are in full accord -with Him 
and with each other. "I go to prepare 
a place for you."* ily followers—a 
Heavenly mansion. 


St. Peter, discussing the subject, telisj 


us that in God's providence the Church" 
is not only a Xew Creation, but a crea- 
tion, on a higher plane than any other 
of God's creation. St. Paul says, that 
oar Lord Jesus, having finished the 
•work which the Father gave Him to do. 
"ascended on High," to the right hand 
of the Divine Majesty, to the place of 
chief favor. He declares that this po- 
sition is "far above angels, principali- 
ties and powers and every name that is 
named."—Epheslans I. 21- 


St- John, speaking of the Church, de- 


clares that \ve may not yet fully appre- 
ciate what -we shall be. but we may 
"know that, -when He shall appear 
[our Redeemer], -we shall be like Him; 
for we shall see Him as He Is." (I John 
Iii. 2.) St Perer. however, tells us the 
real height to which the Church, the 
Bride of Christ, is to be exalted. He 
says, God hath given "antojns exceed- 
ing great and precious promises, that! 
by these [working in us His will] we 
might become partakers of the Divine 
nature."—YL Peter I, 4. 


The Heavenly Thre*. 


Following the testimony of the Word 


of God, we recognize Jehovah God 
Himself, from everlasting to everlast- 
ing God, the Head, the King; the Fa- 
ther, of whom are all things. Xest to 
the Father we recognize our Heavenly 
Lord, whose name at first "was the Lo- 
gos, the "VTord of God. His Messenger, 
who subsequently was ma.de flesh, 
dwelt among us and redeemed us; and 
who, as a reward, has been esalted to 
the Divine nature and is set at the 
right hand or Jehovah God, to begin 
TTis -work of blessing mankind- 
He 


waits also until the Church, His Bride, 
shall have been completed and shall 
have passed beyond the veil, to be for- 
ever -with Him on the Divine plane, 
TTis Joint-heir. 


These are the Heavenly Three—all 


of the Divine Nature, far above all 
other natures, all other planes of ex- 
istence. Yet always we are to re- 
member that the Head of the Church 
Is Christ, and the Head of Christ is 
God, as St. Paul declares: for although 
all of God's blessings are By the Son, 
yet those blessings are all from the 
Father.—I Corinthians Till, 6. 


In passing, -we should note how 


these Scriptures and all the Scriptures 
continually show that the Heavenly j 
Father -was not His own Son and that 
the Heavenly Son was aot His own 
Father. In our text the Master de- 
clares, "In My Father's House are 
many mansions." Jesus, the chief Son, 
has special privileges and special pow- 
er; and it is by the Father's arrange- 
ment that the Bride, the Lamb's Wife, 
is to be brought into the highest of 
Heavenly mansions, the Divine na- 
ture, to be Joint-heir with her Lord in 
His Messianic reign and in His ever- 
lasting glory thereafter. 


"I Go to Prepare a Place." 


Bat why did Jesns need to go to pre- 


pare a place? His disciples did not 
wish Him, to go and leave them. When- 
ever He spoke along this line they 
were grieved and perplexed; and on 
one occasion St. Peter brought upon 
himself a special rebuke by saying, 
"Be It far from Thee, Lord; these 
things shall not happen unto Thee." 
The disciples were like chlldreni They 
had absolute confidence that they were 
to share with Messiah the glories of 
His Messianic Kingdom, They won- 
dered why Jesus did not stay with 
them and attend to the establishment 
of the Kingdom at thai time; or If it 
•were necessary to wait for a season, _ 
why He might not tarry with them 
instead of going to the Father, as He 
had often told them that He would do. 


Our Lori did not wish to give them 


any intimation respecting the length of 
the Gospel Age, lest the knowledge 
should discourage them. Therefore He 
merely said, "It Is expedient for yon 
that I go away"—necessary for you. 
I7n!ess He should go away, the Holy 
Spirit wouid not come upon them. Tb>2y 
would not receive that power from on 
High, of which He had told them, 
which they saw exemplified In Him, 
and which they experienced when He 
put His power upon them and sentj 
them forth as His representatives to 
work miracles and to proclaim the Goa- 
pel of the Kingdom. 


After Pentecost, when enlightened by 


the Holy Spirit, they could understand 
the necessity for Jesus' leaving and for

Kb receiving the Hoi? fpirit begettln* 
to the Divlue nature. They, like ail 
mankind, were children of Adam ami 
therefore inheritor* of his death sen- 
tence. The Father could not. according 
to His own just laws, recognize sinners 
as sons. Before they could receive the 
Divine begetting of. tite Holy Spirit 
they must first be justified in the D>-. 
vine sight 


It was to justify the Household of 


Faitb. that Jesus asceudeJ on High, 
"there to appear in tbe presence of Gtsd 
'foe us." He imputed to us before tbe 
Father tbe merit of Bin owa sacrifice, 
"and proposed to adopt u* as His mem- 
bers Then Divine Justice accepted tbe 
Advocate's proposal, and that meant 
the acceptance of our proffered sacri- 
fices, as tbe members o'f 3wis. 


Ten days after our Lord left His 


Apostles, the Pentecostal blessing 
came upon them. St Peter explains 
that it was the Heavenly Father's rec- 
ognition of His acceptance of the fol- 
lowers of Jesus who "were entering Into 
covenant relationship throuua Him by 
the covenant of self-sacriSce. Tbe 
transaction involved all subsequent 
members of the Household of Faith to 
the end of this Age. As a result, tbe 
Holy Spirit came upon the consecrated. 
They were to be made chi'.tlren of God; 
and "if children, then heirs, heirs of 
God and joint-heirs with Christ, our 
Lord, if so be that we suffer w:th Him. 
that we may be also glorified together." 
—Romans viii. 17. 


Growth In Grace. 


Mistakenly, in the past, many of us 


have supposed justification to be the 
goal of the Christian—mere'.y tbe for- 
giveness of sins. Now tve see that 
this was a gr^at mistake. Xow we 
see that justification by faith is only 
a stepping-stone to saned3cation—the 
begetting of tbe Holy Spirit as New 
Creatures in Christ 
Moreover, we 


see that even our sanctifieation by the 
begetting of the Holy Spirit is not 
sufficient, nor our goal. 


The Spirit-begotten ones must grow 


In grace, in knowledge, in a!! the fruits 
and graces of the Holy Spirit They 
must be tested and proved as to their 
loyalty and faithfulness. Fiery trials, 
testings, tribulations, must be allowed 
to come against them to prove the 
depth and sincerity of-their love for 
God. 
Graciously, their testings are 


not along the lines of-the aesh. whica 
Is acknowledged to be imperfect, weak, 
and which is acceptable as a sacrifice 
only through the merit of Jesns. Their 
testings and acceptance sre according 
to their mind, their will, as Kew Crea- 
tures In Christ 


"I Will Come Again." 


The Master would be absent during 


the period of the selection of the Bride 
class—in Heaven itself. Tet "by His 
Spirit or Power, the Holy Spirit, which 
is also the Spirit OP Power of the 
Father, He would-have full knowl- 
edge of all tbe affairs of His- people 
and -would providehtiftHy make "all 
things work" together for'-good to them 
that love Him." Suffer they must: en- 
dure trials and testthgsrtKey must in 
order to prove their loyalty- even unto 
death; bttt' His .grace would be snf~ 
•ficient for them, and His strength 
would be made perfect fa "their weak- 
nesses; and He would never leave 
them, !n the sense of abandoning 
them. So long as they would abide 
in: Him by faith and by loyalty of 
heart-intention. He would' overrule all 
things for their good. 


After the selection of the full num- 


ber of the Bride class. He would come 
again to receive them unto Himself. 
He would come relatively In the same 
sense In which He went away, in the 
sense in which He has not "been pres- 
ent throughout the Age.v He-would 
come In the sense of taking charge of 
the affairs- of the world. He -will take 
to Himself His great Power and begin 
His reign. ' His first kingly ofiice will 
be la respect to His Church. He will 
call His own servants and reckon with 
fiiem first He will reward the faith- 
ful by allowing the unfaithful to pass 
into tribulation with the world. 


As Satan has for a long time been 


"the prince of the power of the air," 
"the prince of this world," so Messiah, 
after binding Satan for a thousand 
years, will assume His rightful title 
as the King of-this world, tbe King of 
Glory. His Power will also be the 
"Power of the Air." or a spirit Tx>wer; 
but, unlike that cf Satan, it will be a 
Holy Spirit power. His saints will be 
called away with Him, to share H's 
Throne and Empire, '"the Power of 
the Air," His Spiritual Kingdom. 


Thus the Bride of Christ will be 


completed, when the 
foreordained, 


number of the Elect shall have been 
found and proved worthy by trials 
and testings, and shall bave gone be- 
yond the Tell. Then the glorious King- 
dom of Messiah will begin its work 
for mankind, restoring and blessing, 
•very much as Israel had understood 
and as all the Holy Propbets had ex- 
plained. Describing the coming bless- 
ings, which will begin wltb Xatnra! 
Israel and extend to all people. Kt 
Peter says, "Times of refreshing shall 
come from the presence of the Lord: 
and He shall send Jesus Christ, which 
before was preached unto you. wlio:ii 
the Heavens must retain until ihi> 
Times of Restitution of all Alnjs^ 
which God hath spoken by the rroiith 
of all the Holy Propbets since tl»> 
world began."—Acts iii, 19-21. 


I exhort you. brethren, in the wor.l^ 


of the Apostle Paul. "Let us fear. !<•*. 
a promise being left us of pnterii 
into His rest, any of us shonlil set-in 
to come short" (Hebrews iv. 1). If \is- 
have been begotten by the Holy Spiri;. 
let us walk in harmony therexri»h. I^-j 
us endure faithfully tbe necessary 
trials and discipline, that we may h«> 
perfect and entire, lacking nothing 
"For if ye do these things, ye s!mi! 
never fall; for so an entrance shall !«• 
ministered unto yon abundantly into 
the everlasting Kingdom of our Lori} 
and Savior, Jesus Christ"—II P«fter i. 
10,11.
